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Supt. Dean Defends Teachers; Blames State for Tax Problems

Crawtord County taxpayers who will go to the polls to vote on 
School tax millages will arohahly get little relief from their 
Problems in’ years to come, since local school officials taal the 
Problem is going to get worse instead of better. 

in an interview last week, School Superintendent Fraser Dean 
Stoutly defended the teachers in the local school system and 
Challenged anyone to spell aut exactly where money was being 
Wasted in local schools. He also blasted the state government for 
causing the tax prablems falt locally and said within the next few 
years state aid may drop to nothing. 

He confirmed that it is very probable that the voters will in fact 
be voting on various split-millage issues. “I am not sure what will 
Jefinitely be decided by the board, since It may be sume time 
before they make up their minds.” 

He did however speculate on what possible areas the voters 
may get a chance to show their feelings about. “The vote may be 


Split inte tives ov four parcats to give the semmunity 2 chance to 


indicate what they want or don't want.’ 

He said a 9.5 mill rate will be needed to replace the expiring 
Millage. If no other increases are added to this however, the 
amount of money available is cut deeply by inflation that has taken 
place in the last year. Simple renewal of the millage means a loss of 
income trom inflation and will ultimately mean layoffs and larger 
class sizes. 

Some possible areas that the voters may get to vote on could 
ingiude. 

—a mill increase for maintaining present class sizes and 
programs. Without it, says Dean, the board may be forced with the 
loss of seven staff through attrition and layoffs. “That is gaing to 
Increase class sizes, he said. 
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—additional money to improve expenditures for textbooks and 
supplies. 

— increased money to maintain athletics and extra-curricular 
activities. “These aroas aie mentioned frequently by the public in 
both negative and positive attitudes.” This also iy iictuded in a 
three-tenths of a mill for music, plays, etc. 

—more funds to bring the school program back to the level of 
last year. This one could include bringing back teacher aids, the 


physical education program to the middle scinuo! for 
kindergarten to sixth grade classes. 

“Thg board is being pulled in every direction.” Dean says the 
school district can run forever on an austerity budget, "... if you 
don't care about the quality of education you are giving your 
chilaren.” rie fects that continued cutbacks in quality of programs 
and staff have many adverse effects. 

“We telt for a while like we were making some strides into

making this district a high morale one where students and teachers 
touk great pride iv their lob and studies. We almost made it, but 
never quite got there. We were very close but it may take five years 
to get back to the level we were al five years ago. During tha last 
two years we have had to cut staff and programs. If you keap this 
up, what you have in the end is not a very good school system. You 
lose all your school pride and morale, your buildings get run down, 
yuur reputation begins to decline and you lose your best staff. The 
best teachers are not going iv ait forever without getting pay equal 
to what they can get elsewhere.” 

“Even it they stay, they have no get-up and go and no positive 
attitude. They will not give their very best if thay are continually 
being criticized and put down. in the end you lose that whole 
element of pride and drive that is very important to a good school.” 

Dean also commented about a recent letter in the Avalanche 
that stated that teachers are making $15.50 an hour. "I don’t knaw 
how they arrive at their figures, but | know they are making quite a 
bit less per hour than that.” He said mest teachers put in many 
extra hours In class preparation, tesi grading, tessuc plating aid 
continuing their own education. He says people have to take into 
consideration these extra hours as well. “I know there are a few 
teachers that do not take part in any of these as activities but | also 
know they are damn few compared to the total number of teachers 
working at the schools.” 

"We also have a lot of teachers in this Comimunily who are 
moonlighting and they are not out moonlighting because they are 
getting too much money in wages.” He said teachers here started at 
$9,460 and every year had aiess siabie and secure jo status, “They 
are out moonlighting because they are being threatened every year 
with a loss of income and this threat is forcing them to look for

Many fires start in mobile 
homes because of lack of 
maintenance on part of the 
home owner, Joy Winie, Gray- 
‘ing fire chief, told a group 
Thursday night. Duane Brooks, 
another Grayling fireman, also 
indicated some people stored 
combustible material too close 
to water heaters and allowed 
dust to collect around the 
furnace. 

Bettie Daly, Michigan State 
University Extension Housing 
Sne t. set the stage for the 
educational meeting by point- 
ing out things to look for when 
buying a tmobile home and 
selecting a place to put it. 

After the introduction to the 
subject by Bettie Daly, a panel 
consisting of Joe White and 
Duane Brooks, Grayling Fire 
Dept.: Roy Papenfus. County 
Building Inspector; Amy McMi- 
chaels, Four Seasons Homes; 
Amoid Bader, Grayiing State 
Bank; and Dohn Weaver, Wea- 
ver Repair, Frederic. talked 
about different aspects of mo- 
bile hame living. 

Roy Papenfus urged those 
thinking of buying a mobile 


home to check the local zoning 
to see where they can be 
placed, other restrictions and 
permits needed. He also indi- 
cated that any addition of stick 
jumper Must be iree standing. A 
second root or cover roof must 
also be self-supporting. “Four 
tie downs per side is required,” 
Roy said. 

Arnold Bader said that loans 
for mobile homes were becom- 
ing increasingly easier to obtain 
and that the interest rate factor 
could possibly be less than in 
the past. 

Amy McMichaels told of im- 
provements in MOdiie Humes i 
the past three years. jney were 
being built with 2x4 inch studs 
with more insulation. Don Wel- 
ser, Timberly Village. Concurred 
with this observation. 

Dohn Weaver gave mobile 
home owners same pointers on 
maintenance.

other alternatives for money.” 

“They are middle class people and have middie class 
aspiralions jue decent housing, clothes and college fer their 
children." Dean pointed out that the energy used by teachers in 
going out to get oxtra funds was in the past devoied to students 
and the school system. “All of this takes away from the quality of 
education.” 

“Today it costs an average teacher $20,000 for their college. 
education and additional loss of income during that time of another 
$40,000. All Kinds of them have had to borrow to get their 
education. They are interested in a profession with stability and It 
is no longer there.” 

He ciunolied a chart (accompanying this article) of relative 
wages for teachers in this area of Michigan based on average 
salaries. He stressed that this was average and said some made 
more and some less, but said, “No one becomes a teacher to make 
a fortune. Most of them have a real interest in their students and in 
their job.” 

Dean lays the blame for the present school problems squarely 
in ihe iaps of the state legisiators and says local people have to 
understand that the state is paying less for education each year and 
this forces local taxpayers to meet the costs. “t.think by 1979 we 
may be at the point where the state share for education would be at 
0%. We are going to have to force the education issue at a local 
level. The philosophy in Lansing is that they agree there is a real 
problem but they are unwilling to change It. It is much more 
comfortable for them to have local politicians and school boards 
fighting for their mill rates. They have us so busy fighting each 
other at the local level that we never have a chance to focus on the 
real problem.” He showed In two circle graphs (see diagrams with 
this article) how the state payed ten years ago and how much is 
anticipated in state revenue this next school year. : ‘

state will not do anything because they are too politically sensitive.

and do away with property taxes." 

Dean says he wishes taxpayers would look te Lansing for the 
solution to the problem rather than directing their anger and 
criticisms to locai people. 

“Those people in Lansing are very sensitive and when they 
realize people at the grass roots levei here in the communities are 
no longer vaniing their hostility on locai officials they are going lo 
begin to change.” He stressed that if local people begin writing 
letters and voicing their objections, there wouid be changes in the 
future. 

“| think Ralph Ostling is well aware of the problem, but he 
doesn’t hava a whole lot of clout. What is a poor quy lika him aning 
to do?” Dean has said in the past in other meetings that 
representative Robert Davis is very insensitive to the problems of 
education and said in this interview, “Davis just parrots everything 
Governor William Milliken says.” 

Dean also says there is an unwillingness on the part of some 
local people to realize this essential problem. He stresses that 
cutbacks in the long run only hurt the overall system. "More 
funding has got to be the answer and it has to come from the 
state.” 

“Tnere is an unwillingness on the part of some peopie to know 
what this problem really is about. Whenever you press them for 
answers you never get concrete proposals." Anyone who takes the 
time to sit down with us and go over what we are doing soon 
realizes that we are saving money and not wasting it.” 

He says the usual solution from critics is to cut non-essential 
programs. “What are the non-essential programs? Where are they? 
We wouid like to know because we cannot find them,” he asked. 

Dean feels that the citizens committees have helped the board, 
but he also feels that "'... some people went into them with closed 


‘He says Calls fot Cuts for non-éssential programs were vary” 
vauge and charges that the reason “they did not respond 
specifically was because they could not find any programs that are 
non-essential. The truth is that there are none that are 
non-essential.” 

He said people have suggested cutting things like the art 
program. “At the same time they know that we need it to get our 
state accreditation and it also is a program which many students 
get a great deal of enjoyment and experience from. Even if we did 
get rid of the art program, for instance, what do we do with those 
students. If they are not taking art, then we have to add extra 
courses in English or some other area so that does not even really 
solve the problem.” 

“The way we are going now we will eventually end up at the 
same point we were in education 20 years ago.”

The Michigan Legislature is hard at 
work in Lansing, roughly one-third of 
the way through its annual work 
schedule, seeing as how it’s a year- 
around Legislature, and the year is 
about one-third gone about now. 

Out in Wyoming, the state's jaw- 
makers have gone home for the year. 
That's Secause in Wyoming the State 
Constitution limits the legislative se- 
ssions to 40 working days. 

So in Wyoming the work is done, the 
legislators are back home, the lights are 
dimmed in the state capitol, and the 
Citizens of Wyoming are safe once more 
from state laws. 

( f vers of the Almanack 
are Well-aware of vu campaign to Hiviit 
Michigan’ s lawmaking sessions. We 
favor a logal limit an the number of days 
any legislature can be in session — say, 
90 days for Michigan compared with the 
40 days in Wyoming. 

We also favor legislative compensa- 
tion based on a per diem basis on a 
declining rate — say $100 a day for the 
first 30 days of work, $75 a day for the 
next 30 days work, then $50 for the next 
30 days, and no pay at all after that ... or 
something along that line. That should 
get the Jawmakers down to work and out 
again in the fastest possible time. 

State legislators, by and large, work 
long and hard. The question in my mind 
is whether the people really need all that 
long and hard work from 110 house 
members and 38 senators. Maybe so; 
maybe I'm just behind the times; maybe 
today’s society is so complex that all of 
us citizens need all those layers of 
fuif-time or near-fuil-Uing governmental 
attention, 

Then again, maybe we don't need all 
iat attention. 

It snocks me, for example, that in the

and vetoed 19. That's a ratio of about 20 
percent success from introduction to 
approval. 

Maybe we ought to consider going 
back to some simoler ways of living, in 
the sense of State government, anyway. 

| would guess there's about as much 
chance of that proposal succeeding as 
there is of taxes netting lower, or rain 
falling upward instead of downward, or 
of the Tigers winning the pennant this 
year.

Wyoming was 3 days late in adjourn- 
ing this year. incidentally. Their leqis- 
tative computer Malfunctioned. 

The computer the legislature uses to 
process amendments and committee 
reports quit working on the morning of 
the 40th day of session, bringing work 
to a standstill on the flood of last- 
minute paperwork. To get around the 
constitutional limitation — technically, 
at any rate — the legislature simply 
didn’t meet for that 40th and final day 
until the computer got fixed. 

It wasS only tne second time in 
memory the Wyoming lawmakers ran 
over the 40 day iimit. Tne other time, 
according to the AP report | read on the 
situation, was in 1959 when some of the 
lawmakers started celebrating adjourn- 
ment a bit early. 

“tt was a disaster late that night,” 
recalled veteran House Clerk Herb 
Pownall. 

“t had to go down to the governor's 


office and tell him that the scraps of 
paper he was dattin enrolled 


he was getting 
acts.” 

He said fawmakers had to return the 
next day to patch up the statutory 
damage they nad done the night before. 

“That was caused by what you might 
say was our intemperance in the last 
hours of the session,” Pownall said. 
“The House was awash, you might 
say.” 

See, you modernization advocates; 
computers can't solve all problems. But 
being late only twice in recent memory 
is a pretty good record for any 
legislature.

Wednesday he hauled out 
his chalnsaw and began 
clearing away the damage. 
He said he will skid the trees 
away with a tractor and then 
pull the stumps. “I'm just 
thankful that no trees came 
crashing into the house.” 

Those high winds were 
also creating havoc through- 
out the county as they 
knocked dozens of trees into 
power lines and utility poles. 
The falling lines were break- 
ing and sparking as they fell 
into the dry grass and gine 
needies on the ground. 
Fanned by high winds the 
sparks were soon smal! fires 
and tnen oetore iong, were 
burning blazes. 

Local fire crews put out 
two fires Power jines ignit- 
ed dry grass near the Holiday 
Inn and the Grayling Airport. 
Local firemen rushed to both 
scenes and extinguished the 
fires hefare they had a 
chance to spread. “li was 
Sure a busy day for us,” said 
Fire Chief Joe White. Weary 
firc fighters aiso mad w 
respond to two false alarms 
the same day. 

BNR crews as well had 
lithe chance for rest as they 
fought the earliest fires in 
the last 17 years in Crawford 
County. “We were going 
from about 2 p.m. until 10 
that night.” said Duane 
Brooks of the tocal office. 
He said there were three 
major fires northeast of Lov- 
etls as well as a number of 
smaller blazes. The largest 
was about 40 acres and two 
others were 15-20 acres in 
size. The Lovells Fire De- 
partment also assisted with 
two fires. 

All local government offi- 
cials urged peopie to be very 
cautious with fires and mat- 
ches. City officials said 
there is no burning allowed 
here with a permit which 
must be cbtained from the 
fire chief. DNR spokesman 
Brooks said this is the 
earliest fire seasan he can 
remember in 17 years and 
urges campers and traveliers 
to be extremely caretul. 
Local Fire Chief White said. 
ihat aithough there has been 
a lot of rain, the ground is 
soaking it up like a sponge 
and there will be more fires. 
He said many can be pre- 
vented by exercising caution.
